The following are comments and recommendations to take into 
consideration in for future events. 

1. MARKETING/PUBLIC RELATIONS; 

* Avars Public Relations and IMG staff members worked 
together effectively to maximize promotional and 
publicity opportunities at several key advance events, 
particularly the Lisa Raymond Media Day and the 
National Anthem contest. 

* For future years,- the public relations team could 
generate more publicity on key promotional activities 
if given at least several weeks notice. 

2. VENUE; 

The new venue was definitely an attraction in and of 
itself for area tennis fans. Many attendees and members 
of the media commented on how wonderful the set-up was, 
particularly in the Center Court and practice court areas. 

Several problem, areas to be addressed; 

* Parking — There were several designated lots for 
ticketholders and media, arranged for by the Convention 
Center. Unfortunately, they were not set-up to 
accommodate people attending late matches or media 
covering night matches. On at least one occasion, the 
lot was closed at 12 midnight, leaving fans and staff 
stranded without their cars until the next day! 

* Media Catering — AraMark, the facility's in-house 
caterer, was over-priced and the food they provided, 
below average. We were told that for $10/person at 
lunch and dinner, the media would get a "big spread, 
with many hot and cold choices" at both meals daily, 
what they delivered was mediocre lunch fare at both 
meals. Ayars PR ended up "returning chits" and 
bringing in pizza and thai food on several occasions 
for staff and media, (We are not paying for the many 
chits we returned,)

Also,- the concessions stands were often closed,- at 
times when the public was looking for food and drink, 
(For instance, they closed at 8:00 p,m, on Friday 
night, when the evening matches were just getting 
going. 


3, TOURNAMENT OPERATIONS? 

* Tournament week Communications — As always, critical 
information, such as the schedule of play, needs to 
be communicated to the PR team in a timely manner. 

The next day's schedule is often not set until well 
after 7:00 and even 8:00 p,m,, leaving the media 
clamoring for it to make early deadlines.

Lateness of Evening Sessions — Media and fans alike 
complained about the lateness of the evening sessions. 
On one occasion, the feature match with local Lisa 
Raymond, did not get underway until after 10:00 p,m,, 
with only several hundred people in the stands. If 
doubles matches could be played on an alternate court, 
when needed, this would help solve the problem.

III. ACCOMMODATING THE CAPRIATI PRESS CORPS? 

Ayars PR worked closely with Jim. Fuhse to make sure "The Capriati 

Comeback” went off as smoothly as possible. Some highlights and 

challenges of the experience: 

- Taking over 200 requests for credentials; accrediting about 
130 local, national and international media - many of whom 
arrived on Monday, This is roughly double the number of media 
we regularly accommodate. 

Refusing requests from numerous tabloid papers and programs,

as much chance to show this, but 
she is a persistent, dogged, highly 
intelligent reporter. Dan is the 
most experienced reporter in TV 
news. 

“It’s obvious that the format 
reaches its full potential when 
they are both reporting instead 
of just reading the news. That’s 1 
why Dan absolutely blew away 
the pack in Haiti 1 

“Frankly, I’m at a bit of a loss 
to iinderstand the criticism of the 
format. Some people dismiss it as 
a gimmick. Our job is to justify’ 
that, pairing and make it a 
journalistic asset.” 

■ As n ne ws mgggtmpe pr od t tc er — 
he also launched 48 Hours in ’88 — 
Heyward says he was limited by 
having access to only certain 
resources at CBS News,. 
(“Everything had to be done a la 
carte.”) Now, he says, “I have 
influence over the menu. I’m 
getting back to the heart and soul 
of CBS News, which remains 
Evening News and 60 Minutes .” 

As for his projected tenure, 
Heyward says, “Let’s see, how I’m 
doing after two weeks.

Tumbelty — white-haired, slender

Germantown. Others just called him 
•crazy. They called Frederick 
Rhodes that, too. The two men 
shared that and a love for Lincoln 
Drive, each using the winding 1.7- 
mile strip to make a statement. 
Tumbelty with his signs, Rhodes 
with his speed. 

If you’ve been on Lincoln Drive 
at any time during the last 20 years, 
you’ve probably seen Tumbelty, 
who kept a silent watch where ; 
Fhtenhouse Street crosses the 
Drive. He was alone except for a 
sandwich board or a placard. 

“No More Vietnams,” the sign : 
would read one day. 

“Speak Out,” it’d shout the next. 

, “No Money for the MX,” it’d cry 
out on yet another. 

! Starting sometime around 1972, 
the signs began to address war, 
nuclear armament, poverty/ 
politics, apathy, the inner city, 
education, health care, child care, 
unemployment, humanitarianism, 


housing and a host of other 
causes. 

The former Pennsylvania 
Railroad employee and self- 
described “free-lance protester” 
said he wanted his signs to be the 
conscience of commuters. He once 
estimated he could reach 5,000 
people an hour from his post. One 
of them was Fred Rhodes. 

You’ve probably seen Rhodes out 
on Lincoln Drive, too. Or honked at 
him. Or shaken a fist. Or worse. 

He’s the Willow Grove man who, 
after getting a speeding ticket on 
the driva, decided to. stage his own 
form of protest. But Rhodes wasn’t 
spurred into civil disobedience, but 
civil obedience; now he meanders 
along the drive at the 25 m.p.h. 
speed limit, much to the chagrin 
of those who whiz by doing 40 or 
more. Rhodes has a sign on his 
car: “Lincoln Drive Speed Limit 25 
m.p.h. This traffic hazard brought 
to you by the stupidity of the 
Philadelphia Police and Traffic 
Engineering.” 

“It was all because of Jphn 
Tumbelty,” Rhodes said yesterday. 
“That man was my inspiration.” 

But recently, Rhodes hadn’t seen 
his inspiration sitting at that 
familiar post. News reports of 
Tumbelty’s death last week 
confirmed what he feared was 
true. 

. Monday, as he snailed along 
Lincoln Drive, he ran across a 
demonstration in Rhodes’ honor. 

He stopped, took a few photographs

That someday is probably now. 

’ AndCookhopes his weekly radio gig, 
"the"" “CompuDudes” segment of 
WXPN’s Kid’s Corner , grows just as 
influential in broadcast circles as 
the PC has in every other aspect of 
our lives. 

Cook and Scott Manning are the 
CompuDudes, two byteheads who 
blip across the airwaves at ’XPN 
(88.5) every Thursday from 7:30 to 8 
p.m. as part of Kathy O’ConneU’s pro¬ 
gram. " 

For five years, the ’Dudes have 
helped educate the listeners of Kid's 
Corner about random access mem¬ 
ory, modems, hard drives and the

Tennis legend Chris Evert isn’t 
sweating over her comeback at this 

tournament. Her broadcast 
comeback, that is. 

“Let me put it in a gentle way,” 
says Evert, who turns 40 next 
month. “If I were doing the finals 
of Wimbledon, I think I’d be 
panicking. This is a big 
tournament, but the eyes of the 
world won’t be watching the 
match. There won’t be as much 
pressure. I can be more at ease, 
more conversational.” 

Evert will do color commentary 
for Channel 3’s telecast of the SI [tri g 
final Sunday from the Convention 
Center. KYW’s Lou Tilley is set for 
play-by-play. The match will air, 
bnTape,Trbm 4:30 to 6 p.‘m.,‘ after the 
Eagles-Browns game on NBC. The 
tournament begins today. 

Evert, who retired in 1989 after 
17 years and 18 Grand Slam titles, 
began her broadcast breather in 
August 1993. Nicholas Joseph, second 
child for her and former U.S. 
Olympic skier Andy Mill, was born in 
June ’94. Brother Alex is 4. 

With two years remaining on 
her five-year NBC contract, Evert 
could use the microphone 
practice. She does four major 
tournaments a year, including 
Wimbledon and the French Open. 

Along with her TV work, Evert 
is still a major player on the 
endorsement circuit, pitching the 
same products she did before she 
retired. She’s still fit, too. Playing 



tennis two or three times a week 
and running “gives me the energy 
to be with my kids. I’m home with 
them 90 percent of the time.” 

Speaking of kids, Evert was only 
15 when she played her first pro 
tournament. She turned pro three 
years later. Although many argue 
that the minimum age for the 
women’s tour — just raised from 14 
to 16 —is too low, Evert doesn’t 
see it that way. 

“I know from my experience, I 
could handle it, emotionally, at 16. 
You still need to limit the number 
of tournaments, maybe one a 
month, and encourage education. 
You can’t let 'em play 35 
tournaments and quit school.” 

Monica Seles, Steffi Graff and 
Evert were all ranked No. I in the 
world at 17, she says. “It depends 
on the type of child you are. Some 
kids handle it better than others.” 

Life on the pro tour “is totally 
unrealistic,” Evert adds. “You’re a 
winner or a loser. People kiss up 

to you when you’re winning_ 

Kids see that million-dollar mark 
for endorsements and prize money 
but sometimes they’re not mature 


enough to understand what goes 
with it.” 

Unlike most athletes, Evert looks 
forward to the big Four-Oh. 

“Everything’s settled now. My 
life is calmer. I feel in control, just 
taking what I have and going with 
it. In my 20s, I didn’t have a clue. In 
my 30s, I sort of experimented 
with different lifestyles. I got 
married, divorced, remarried, 
retired, had kids. That’s a lot of 
adjustments and big events.” 

And if her sons want to be pro 
tennis players? Well, Evert won’t 
stand in their way, but she won’t 
encourage them, either. 

“I hope they don’t pick tennis 
because they’ll have added pressure 
— more eyes on them because 
they’re related'tiyme. KnowlTTg 
what I know now* I’d try to make 
it fun, play down the winning and 
^ losing. I’d say,

go to the beach?’

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Small events get warm reception at center

Earlier this month, Antoinette 
Segar Stanford’s wedding dreams 
were fulfilled. 

After a' ceremony at the Solid 
Rock Baptist Church in South 
Philadelphia, she and her high 
school sweetheart, Keith Stan¬ 
ford, climbed into a limousine 
and headed for their reception at 
the Pennsylvania Convention 
Center 

Yes, the Convention Center! 

“It was wonderful,” Stanford 
said. “They dimmed the lights. It 
mad6 the inside look so elegant. 

“It was so beautiful,” she added. 
“You wouldn’t think it was a 
meeting room.” 

Since opening to much fanfare 
last year, the $523 million Con¬ 
vention Center, at 12th and Arch 
streets, has become a popular site 
for more than just trade shows 
and conventions. 

When it isn’t full of badge-wear¬ 
ing conventioneers and trade- 
show attendees, the center in¬ 
creasingly is playing host to such 
events as dinner-dances, business 
meetings and other activities. 

Later this year, famed party- 


thrower Henri David will hold 
his annual Halloween bash at the 
center; the Virginia Slims of Phil ¬ 
adelphia Tennis Tournament will 
. be olaved there : area residents 
Claudio A. Ramos and Naomi Bur¬ 
gos will hold their wedding re¬ 
ception there, and several local 
African-American professional 
organizations will hold a party 
there at Christmastime. 

Some local businesses say they 
had expected, to lose out some¬ 
what to the Convention Center, 
hut say the loss would be offset by 
tftemew business coming from it. 

“It’s a^cQmpetitor in the local 
market, but in the long, run it’s 
far more a plus than a competi¬ 
tor,” said Steve Poses, who owns 
the Frog-Commissary, a local ca¬ 
terer. “In the long run, they’re 
not going to be that interested in 
weddings and bar mitzvahs.” 

Convention Center officials say 
they try not to compete with local 
establishments. 

“We try to he extra sensitive to 
that,” said Claude Legris, the Con¬ 
vention Center’s senior sales 
manager. “We’re not in the busi¬ 
ness of, stealing other people’s 
business. 

“But when the business comes 


to us,” he added, “we open the 
door.” 

The reasons for the Convention 
Center’s popularity vary. 

Take Barbara Steinman, who’s 
reserved a date in May 1996 for 
the bat mitzvah of her daughter, 
Jordana. 

The center has special meaning 
for Steinman, she said, because 
her late ‘ husband, Neal, helped 
arrange some ,of the bond deals to 
finance the center’s construction. 
He was chairman of Blank, Rome, 


Comisky & McCauley’s public fi¬ 
nance department. 

“This will add to the feeling 
that he’s with us, because he was 
instrumental in making this Con¬ 
vention Center happen,” Stein- 
man said. 

Convention Center officials say 
they’ll handle such events as long 
as the center isn’t fully booked. 
They say they anticipate a time 
when they won’t be able to host so 
many local events, because the 
center will be booked with lucra¬ 


tive national events. ; 

“Every dollar that comes in is a 
dollar that otherwise would have | 
= gone somewhere else,” Legris . 
said. 

And dollars are what tipped the J 
Sanford’s decision to have their ,| 
weddiqg at the center. 

They paid $18 a plate for dinner
